solves that the

campaign for adoption of the state 


constitutional amendment submitted 
by the last Legislature 
which, 
if 
adopted at th€ November 1948 gen­ 
eral election, will permanently abol­ 
ish the state ad valorem tax for 
general revenue purposes and sec­ 
ond,. authorize counties by popular 
vote to levy property taxes up to 30 
cents per $100 valuation for financ­ 
ing their own farm-to-market roads 
and flood control projects. 
Soil and Water Conversation. 
WTCC commission’s proposal in 
plank two is that, if the amendment 
is adopted by Texas voters, the Leg­ 
islature pass an enabling act forth­ 
rightly defining soil and water con- 
servaton as coming with flood con- 
trdl and authorizing the respective 
counties to set up 
tax 
supported 
funds earmarked in advance for de­ 
termining and meetirfx their own di­ 
stinctive problems in 
tftat 
broad 
field aimed at improving rural econ­ 
omy and life, as well as for lateral 
roads. 
The commission contends that a- 
bolition of the ad valorem tax here­ 
tofore going into the stete treasury 
could be diverted to provide the 132 
conuties of West Texas, with not less 
than $4,000,000 annually for these 
purposes—all without 
establishing 
new political subdivisions and incur­ 
ring added overhead administrative 
expense. Such a plan, says the com- 
miSvsion, will provide faster, more ef­ 
fective and more economical meth­ 
ods for preserving and fully utilizing 
the country's soil and water re­ 
sources. 
Tie-In With Districts. 
Conservation plank stresses that 
enabling legislation for putting the 
constitutional amendment into op­ 
erate should 
require 
that 
each 
county’s soil and water work tie-in 
with and carry out its share of any 
existing district conservation pro 
gram to which it is committed, with 
its portion of the over-all fund to 
be spent within the county. 
Other 
safeguards call for a definate time

Soil Conservationists Have Big Goal 
To Shoot at For Grazing Capacities 


Range land of Jones County that 
could adequately support 300 head 
of cows to the section would be as 
much of a monstrosity now as an 
Indian village sitting in the mid­ 
dle of your soil conservation dis­ 
trict. 
Early history indicates that 
we once had this kind of grass land. 
Range abuse is certainly not an 
entirely recent thing although it is 
still going on. 
As pointed out by 
Morrison Liston, district conserva­ 
tionist of the Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice, it dates back to the period 
between 1870 and 1880 as indicated 
by some early history found in a 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 72. 
It was 
written in 1898 by H. L. Bentley 
who was in charge of the grass ex­ 
periment station at Abilene. 
The 
following are excerpts from this 
bulletin and the descriptions per­ 
tain to an area IOO miles west and 
east and 200 miles north and south 
of Abilene: 
"A stockman who traveled with a 
herd of cattle through San Saba. 
Tom Green and Taylor Counties in 
the summer of 1867, when 
that 
country was very sparsely settled, 
says that the grass was everywhere 
from one to three feet high, and 
that in places sometimes it was ai 
high as a cow’s back, not only on 
the bottom lands, but also in places 
on the drier uplands.” 
At that time there is little doubt 
that the ranges would have sup­ 
ported 300 head of cattle to the 
square mile. It was an ideal stock 
country. There was plenty of wa­ 
ter. 
Now, at the end of 30 years, al­ 


most every condition has changed 
The carrying capacity of the range 
has steadily decreased until it is 
an exceptional property that can 
carry one head of stock to five acres. 
It is claimed that that was the 
common average IO years ago. To­ 
day it requiies at least IO acre - per 
head, and it is often considered no* 
the best policy to put more than 50 
cows to the section of 640 acres. 
In the early days there was such 
an abundance of grasses of so great 
a variety that no one took time to 
note how’ many there were or which 
were the most valuable. There was 
more than enough to support every 
head of stock that could be crowded 
; on the range. 
They were strictly 
first class; stock fattened and kept 
fat on them so what was the use of 
figuring on the varieties. 
The idea that any of these grass­ 
es would ever become extinct, or 
that this golden period of fatness 
and plenty would come to an end, 
never entered the minds of those 
who were reaping the harvest, 'pre 
experience of most of the stockmen 
of the Southwest has been alike. 
They have seen the range that orig­ 
inally might possibly have support­ 
ed 500 cows to 640 acres decrease in 
capacity to maintain stock until IO 
to 12 acres to the cow is not an ex­ 
ceptional case, but the general rule. 
The reasons for these changes are 
not difficult to discover.

ceipts of cottonseed at Texas mills 
doubled between July and August 
and then almost doubled again be­ 
tween August and September, a re­ 
port to The Herald from the Uni­ 
versity of Texas Bureau of Busi­ 
ness Research stated.

Department of Agriculture Sun­ 
day night reported that estimates 
from various producing countries 
indicate 
this year’s world cotton 
crop totaled 26.100.00 bales of 500 
pounds gross weight. 
This is 21 per cent more than 
last year’s exceptionally small c~op

Cottonseed production will not be 
estimated until final ginnings for 
the season are released.

In the group of winter diseases 
Dr. Cox included influenza, tonsil- 
it Is. pneumonia, bronchitis, asthm a, 
and even diphtheria when a child 
has not had diphtheria immuniza­ 
tion. 
Any such disease affecting a child’s 
respiratory or breathing system is 
apt to be very serious and all too 
often fatal. 
Pneumonia often de­ 
velops from a neglected cold or may 
follow a severe case of measles or 
whooping cough. 
Bronchitis condi­ 
tions may also prove to be an after­ 
effect of such diseases and these re­ 
spiratory ailm ents are much more 
difficult to combat successfully than 
the digestive ailments which are 
prevalent In the sum m er-tim e and 
known as summer complaints. 
“These winter diseases are espec­ 
ially dangerous to babies and very 
young children,” Dr. Cox stated. 
“Nearly all of them are spread from 
secretions of the nose and mouth. 
Children not in vigorous health ale 
naturally more susceptible to these 
complaints, and the first line of de­ 
fense against them Is to build up 
the child’s general health, as a pow’er 
of resistance against disease," Dr. 
Cox advised. “The second step is to 
keep them under medical supervi­ 
sion, and the third is to make sure 
th at they avoid contact with those 
who have coughs, colds or fevers.”

Range land of Jones County that 
could adequately support 300 head 
of cows to the section would be as 
much of a monstrosity now as an 
Indian village sitting in the mid­ 
dle of your soil conservation dis­ 
trict. 
Early history indicates that 
we once had this kind of grass land. 
Range abuse is certainly not an 
entirely recent thing although it is 
still going on. 
As pointed out by 
Morrison Liston, district conserva­ 
tionist of the Soil Conservation Ser­ 
vice, it dates back to the period 
between 1870 and 1880 as indicated 
by some early history found in a 
Farmers’ Bulletin No. 72. 
It was 
written in 1898 by H. L. Bentley 
who was in charge of the grass ex- 1 
pertinent station at Abilene. 
The i 
following are excerpts from this j 
bulletin and the descriptions per­ 
tain to an area IOO miles west and 
east and 200 miles north and south 
of Abilene: 
“A stockman who traveled with a 
herd of cattle through San Saba. 
Tom Green and Taylor Counties in 
the summer of 1867, when 
that 
country was very sparsely settled, 
says that the grass was everywhere 
from one to three feet high, and 
that in places sometimes it was as 
high as a cowr’s back, not only on 
the bottom lands, but also in places 
on the drier uplands.’’ 
At that time there is little doubt 
that the ranges would have sup­ 
ported 300 head of cattle to the 
square mile. It was an ideal stock 
country. There was plenty of wa­ 
ter.

The carrying capacity of the range 
has steadily decreased until it is 
an exceptional property that can 
carry- one head ol s,ocx to five acres. 
It is claimed that that was the 
common average jq yearc ago 
To­ 
day it requii es at least lo acre., per 
head, and it is often considered ne' 
the best policy to put more than 50 
cows to the section of 640 acres. 
In the early days there was such 
an abundance of grasses of so great 
a variety that no one took time to 
note how many there were or which 
were the most valuable. There was I 
more than enough to support every 
head of stock that could be crowded 
on the range. 
They were strictly I 
first class; stock fattened and kept 
fat on them so what was the use of 
figuring on the varieties. 
The idea that any of these grass­ 
es would ever become extinct, or 
that this golden period of fatness 
and plenty would come to an end, 
never entered the minds of those 
who were reaping the harvest. Jhe 
experience of most of the stockmen 
of the Southwest has been alike. 
They have seen the range that orig­ 
inally might possibly have support­ 
ed 500 cows to 640 acres decrease in 
capacity to maintain stock until IO 
to 12 acres to the cow is not an ex­ 
ceptional case, but the general rule. 
The reasons for these changes are 
not difficult to discover.

Cottonseed Price 
Gains in Texas as 
Season Advances 


Movement of cottonseed to crush­ 
ing mills increased during the week 
as the proportion of ginnings in­ 
creased, according to a report to 
The Herald by the Production and 
Marketing |Administ ration of the 
J . S. Department of Agriculture, j 
Gins are current and picking is pro­ 
gressing as fast as labor will permit 
Seed prices again increased dur­ 
ing the week at gins. 
The average 
price in Texas was $94 80 per ton 
f. o. b. gins as compared to $8990 
per ton during the preening week. 
Prices in Texas ranged from $85 to 
$100 per ton f. o. b, gins, with the 
higher prices reported in Northeast 
Texas towns. In Oklahoma the ov­ 
erage price increased from $85 50 
per ton to $88.80 f. o. b. gins. Prices 
in Oklahoma ranged from $75 to 
$100 per ton f. o. b. gins. 
Cottonseed production will not be 
estimated until final ginnings for 
the season are released. 
However, 
if the ratio of lint to cottonseed 
should be the same as for the last 
five years, cottonseed production, 
based on the crop reporting board’s 
forecast of October 8, would total 
about 4.669,000 tons. This would be 
an Increase of about 33 per cent over 
production last year of 3,513.000 tons, 
but about nine per cent below the 
10-year average production

Winter Ailments 
Of Small Children 
Serene in Winter 


Seasonal health hazards for young 
children in Jones County are to be 
guarded against in the winter-tirae 
just as carefully as they are in the 
sum m er-tim e in the opinion of Dr. 
George W. Cox, state health officer 
“Every m other is fam iliar wit lr so­ 
called sum m er complaints which af­ 
fect 
small 
children, 
but 
certain 
winter diseases can be lust as harm ­ 
ful and are Justs as likely to make 
their appearance unless proper pre­ 
cautions are used during the a p ­ 
proaching season,” Dr. Cox said this 
week in a release to Th,- Herald. 
In the group of winter diseases 
Dr. Cox included influenza, tonsil- 
itis, pneumonia, bronchitis, asthma, 
and even diphtheria when a child 
has not had diphtheria immuniza­ 
tion. 
Any such disease affecting a child’s 
respiratory or breathing system is 
apt to be very serious and all too 
often fatal. 
Pneum onia often de­ 
velops from a neglected cold or may 
follow a severe case of measles or 
whooping cough. 
Bronchitis condi­ 
tions may also prove to be an after­ 
effect of such diseases and these re­ 
spiratory ailments are much more 
difficult to combat successfully than 
the digestive ailments which are 
prevalent In the sum m er-tim e and 
known as summer complaints. 
“These winter diseases are espec­ 
ially dangerous to babies and very 
young children,” Dr. Cox stated. 
"Nearly all of them are spread from 
secretions of the nose and mouth. 
Children not in vigorous health are 
naturally more susceptible to these 
complaints, and the first line of de­ 
fense against them Is to build up 
the child’s general health, as a power 
of resistance against disease,” Dr. 
Cox advised. “The second step is to 
keep them under medical supervi­ 
sion, and the third is to make sure 
that they avoid contact with those 
who have coughs, colds or fevers.”

\W inter Ailments 
Of Small Children 
Sereve in Winter 


Seasonal health hazards for young 
children in Jones County are to be 
guarded against in the winter-time 
just as carefully as they are in the 
summer-time in the opinion of Dr. 
George W. Cox. state health officer 
“Every mother is familiar with so­ 
called summer complaints which af­ 
fect small 
children, 
but certain 
winter diseases can be just as harm ­ 
ful and are just as likely to make 
their appearance unless proper pre­ 
cautions are used during the ap­ 
proaching season,” Dr. Cox said this 
week in a release to Th^ Herald. 
In the group of winter diseases 
Dr. Cox included influenza, tonsil- 
itis, pneumonia, bronchitis, asthma, 
and even diphtheria when a child 
has not had diphtheria immuniza­ 
tion. 
Any such disease affecting a child’s 
respiratory or breathing system is 
apt to be very serious and all too 
often fatal. 
Pneumonia often de­ 
velops from a neglected cold or may 
follow a severe case of measles or 
whooping cough. Bronchitis condi­ 
tions may also prove to be an after­ 
effect of such diseases and these re­ 
spiratory ailments are much more 
difficult to combat successfully than 
the digestive ailments which are 
prevalent in the summer-time and 
known as summer complaints. 
“These winter diseases are espec­ 
ially dangerous to babies and very 
young children," Dr. Cox stated. 
"Nearly al! of them are spread from 
secretions of the nose and mouth. 
Children not in vigorous health ale 
naturally more susceptible to these 
complaints, and the first line of de­ 
fense against them is to build up 
the child’s general health, as a power 
of resistance against disease,” Dr. 
Cox advised. "The second step is to 
keep them under medical supervi­ 
sion, and the third is to make sure 
that they avoid contact with those 
who have coughs, colds or fevers.”
